Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

The Office Action rejected claims 50-52 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The Office Action stated that 
Claims 50-52 are not limited to tangible embodiments. 

Applicants have amended claims 50-52 to limit the claims to tangible 
embodiments. Specifically, claims 50-52 are amended to change "a computer program product" 
to "a computer-readable storage medium." 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection of claims 50-52 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 is 
respectfully requested.
